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In an unprecedented initiative to aggressively find 
solutions to improve the fiscal health of the community 
the town is looking at options to increase commercial 
assessment. 

The commercial and industrial sector of town now 
provides only 11 per cent of the community’s tax rev¬ 
enues while residents kick in 89 per cent, a staggering 
difference Mayor Brian Wittal wants changed. 

Wittal said in the short term he would like to see com¬ 
mercial assessment increase by 15 per cent. Eventually 
he would like to see commercial revenues reach a tar¬ 
get of 30 per cent. 

“Your community is more sustainable that way," said 
Wittal. 

At council’s Aug. 30 regular meeting, Kynan Larson, 
the town’s chief financial officer, presented a report on 
how the town could meet the challenge of increasing 
commercial assessment. 

It is the first time the town has embarked on a serious 
initiative to increase its revenues from the commercial 
and industrial sectors. 

Larson proposed a plan to either create tax incentives 
for businesses or waiving development or building per¬ 
mit fees, or both. 

“Our main goal is to create non-resident ial assess¬ 
ment so that in the future the residents shoulder less of 
a load for the running of the town's operations,” said 
Larson in his report, noting that growth in assessment 
can be from expansion, renovation and new improve¬ 
ments. “Being that assessment is the goal our incentive 
plan must be based upon that required outcome.” 

Larson proposed a plan where businesses that 
increase their tax assessment by $50,000 will become 
eligible for the tax incentive program. He further pro¬ 
posed tax incentives would be provided to those busi¬ 
nesses that reach or exceed $50,000 in incremental 
assessment value. 

In figures provided to council, a business could see a 
total tax incentive of $15,175 over three years. 

As for the potential savings on building and develop¬ 
ment permit fees, a $750,000 commercial building pro¬ 
posal would normally see a cost of $040 for a develop¬ 
ment permit and $4,125 fora building permit. 

Larson proposed the incentive plan for businesses be 
applied at the time of taking out a development permit, 
which would then be reviewed. He suggested taking the 
review process out of council’s hands. In order to 
improve customer service he proposes giving the 
authority to either the Economic Development 
Committee or administration. 

However, before the town seriously considers either 
incentive plan Larson was adamant the town’s legal 
firm examines the proposals to ensure there is no vio¬ 
lation of tin* provincial Municipal Government Act 
(MGA) and the New West Partnership Agreement 
(NWPA).

Grand opening for multi-million $ wetlands park

The town’s new $6.1 million North 
Industrial Wetlands Park is officially 
open. 

Amidst a throng of schoolchildren, 
clowns, artists, community leaders 
and politicians from all three levels 
of government, the new seven-acre 
wetland and storm water treatment 
facility was unveiled to the public 
during a lavish grand opening and 
news conference on Sept. 13. 

“Didsbury has shown leadership 
again. This is going to be a great 
place for the community,” said 
Richard Marz, provincial MLA for 
Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills, at the 
grand opening. “These wetlands will 
not only help clean up runoff water 
they will have the opportunity for the 
public to relax and check out the 
wildlife.” 

The naturalized wetlands park in 
the north end of 16th Street past 
Memorial Park was a three-way fund¬ 
ed project between the Town of 
Didsbury, the Government of Alberta 
and Government of Canada, with 
each partner contributing more than 
$2 million. 


“There are a number of benefits, 
including recreational opportunities, 
environmental improvements. It is 
obviously a great benefit to the com¬ 
munity," said Blake Richards, Wild 
Rose MP on behalf of Lynne Yelieh, 
minister of state for western eco¬ 
nomic diversification. 

Didsbury Mayor Brian Wittal 
added it was a project the entire 
community can be proud of. 

“We are going above and beyond 
Alberta Environment’s guidelines," 
he said. 

The project was first conceived 
three years ago, and was then broken 
down into three phases. 

Construction on the first phase 
began in June, 2010 with the creation 
of the naturalized wetlands and the 
building of a 1,500-metre pathway, 
which increases the* town’s total 
paved system by 50 per cent. 
Didsbury now has almost 3,000 
metres of paved pathways. 

“It is set up so future developments 
in the area w ill be able to tie into the 
pathways," said Garnet Dawes, of 
ISL Engineering and I .and Services, 
the firm retained by the town to con¬ 
duct the detailed design and 
hydraulic modelling for the new wet¬ 


lands park. 

The first phase also included the 
construction of observation board¬ 
walks along the pathway adjacent to 
the wetland area, and the installation 
of the initial storm water piping sys¬ 
tem. 

“The goal of the system is to man¬ 
age the overall release rate of storm 
water flows and provide quality 
treatment before it is discharged into 
the Rosebud River,” said Dawes. 
“The interesting thing is that while 
this is for the community you are 
also solving environmental problems 
that had to be solved. While you are 
addressing things from a functional 
point of view you are also creating 
functional space. You are getting that 
added value." 

Phase II of the project is in its final 
completion stage and includes the 
installation of the remaining storm 
water piping system, curb and gutter 
installation, road and pathway 
paving, as well as initial landscaping 
and plantings. 

Phase III will see the completion of 
the landscaping and plantings. It will 
be completed next year.

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Appeal board upholds condo approval with conditions

imous decision of the Didsbury 
L Subdivision and Development 

Appeal Board. 

The SDAB’s decision means 
Morris Monk, president and 
owner of custom homebuilders 
Ashbury Design, can soon begin 
groundbreaking for the high-den¬ 
sity residential development - the 
first of its kind for Ashbury 
Design. 

“I'm pleased," said Monk. “I’m 
glad the appeal board considered 
the facts and were able to stay 
objective when making their deci¬ 
sion.” 

The resolution arrived eight 
days after an appeal hearing was 
held, in which Didsbury resident 
Bruce Milne appealed MPC's 
approval of the property based on 
its height. 

The SDAB’s written reasons for 
the resolution addressed the 
appellant's concerns that the pro¬ 
posed structure did not meet 
CCHP (Central Core Heritage 
Plan) height requirements with 
the following: 

“While the CCHP states that 
new developments should have 
similar heights and widths of 
existing historical buildings, this 
proposed building does meet the 
majority of specific CCHP require¬ 
ments." 

Another line of the SDAB’s rea¬ 
soning reads, “The proposal does 
fit the requirements of the 
Municipal Development Plan and 
the Land Use Bylaw, as there are

no restrictions on height.” 

Though the* verdict upholds the 
original decision of Didsbury 
Municipal Planning Commission 
from an Aug. 10 meeting (which 
granted Monk and Ashbury 
Design the development permit), 
the relaxations previously given 
by the MPC for parking and set¬ 
backs have been nullified by the 
SDAB. 

This means Monk will likely 
have to follow the minimum park¬ 
ing stall and setback requirements 
as written in Didsbury Land Use 
Bylaw. 

Although Monk said he had not 
yet contacted members of the 
MPC or SDAB to clarify this for 
himself, he said he is prepared to 
revise as necessary. 

“We’ve got plans to revise the 
building footprint so that we meet 
all setbacks and parking stalls as 
required, so that there can’t be an 
issue." 

Monk said he is eager to begin 
work on his project, especially 
after the last couple of months of 


potential development time have 
been tied up in MPC meetings and 
l he appeal process.

meet its anticipated groundbreak¬ 
ing date in February 2012. 

Monk first proposed the project 
in 2009 as a 40-unit, four-storey 


building, at which time the MPC 
approved it in principle, he said. 

“1 first promoted it at the 2009 
Didsbury Trade Show. 1 got good 
feedback from some potential 
purchasers." 

Monk explained that very few 
people were in search of the 
smaller, 700 sq. ft. suites the com¬ 
plex was originally slated to 
include, but rather, were hunting 
for two-bed, two-bath 1,200 sq. ft. 
suites. 

“One of the most valuable things 
we learned (at the trade show) 
was that the term downsizing 
doesn’t necessarily mean getting a 
smaller home. It’s basically trying 
to eliminate your yard and the 
maintenance that goes along with 
it.” 

“So we went back to the draw¬ 
ing board and did some tweak¬ 
ing,” he said. 

The redesign of the complex 
includes top-floor luxury suites 
that come in at just over 1,500 sq. 
ft. (and well over $300 K), and 
have so far garnered the largest 
amount of interest, he said. 

The apartment-style condomini¬ 
um was originally targeted at 
adult living for the 45 and older 
age demographic, but those 
restrictions were eventually 
revised to adult living for 35 and 
older. 

Monk added much of his compe¬ 
tition has loosened age guidelines 
in recent years to attract business 
professionals in their 30s, and 
couples without kids, who want 
the worry-free lifestyle a condo 
provides. 

“I’m looking forward to seeing 
that building come up...It'll be 
good for the town. A lot of folks 
out there have expressed interest 
in purchasing units."

Dawes said the vege¬

Abduction case 
holds many lessons

The recenl shocking abduct ion 
of a three-year-oid from his 
Sparwood, B.C. home and the 
arrest of ins alleged kidnapper 
in Alberta has caused outrage 
and dishelievt* across ( anada 
The boy was taken from his 
family home and held several days before being 
released, reportedly unharmed. A 40-year-old con¬ 
victed sex offender. Randall Hopley, has been 
arrested and charged. 

The case holds lessons that apply just as well in 
West Central Alberta as they do in southeastern 
B.C. and southwestern Alberta. 

First, the case shows the great value of a well 
organized, trained and publicly supported search 
and rescue system. 

Although they did not manage to locate the 
missing boy, search and rescue system volunteers 
in Sparwood were able to help police by eliminat¬ 
ing areas where the boy may have been, thereby 
helping police focus their search efforts. 

Central Alberta has several fine search and res¬ 
cue associations in place and the case is proof 
positive that keeping them properly maintained 
and supported is in everyone’s best interest, while 
at the same time perhaps encouraging more area 
residents to step forward and volunteer to join the 
teams. 

Second, the case shows that there is a real need 
for the Amber Alert system to be examined and 
reviewed to ensure that it works, and works 
quickly, in helping locate missing children. 

Although an Amber Alert was issued in B.C. 
immediately after it was determined that the boy 
had been abducted, there was a marked delay in 
issuing a similar warning in Alberta, even though 
Sparwood is only a few kilometres away from the 
Alberta border. 

The Amber Alert system is in place to give the 
public a chance to provide police and other 
searchers with quick time information following 
abductions. A review of that system is clearly 
needed to ensure that delays in issuing future 
warnings are kept to a minimum, if not eliminated 
completely. 

Third, the case points to a need for lawmakers 
to review and perhaps make changes to laws 
regarding the release and cont rol of convicted sex 
offenders. 

For his part, the boy’s father says it wasn’t the 
police who failed his son; it was the justice sys¬ 
tem. 

“The judges and the system failed us,” he said. 
“Our rights have been taken away and our family 
got hurt. It was the judge that failed.” 

In light of the case, perhaps it’s time for 
Conservative MPs, including those in West 
Central Alberta, to use their majority status in the 
House of Commons to significantly tighten up the 
control and management of convicted sex offend¬ 
ers with tougher new laws. 

Such new measures would surely have the sup¬ 
port of parents here and across Canada.

Bylaw Corner 


There is increasing concern regarding dog defecation throughout town, as well as dogs 
unleashed in the parks or walking down the street. Be advised that allowing your dog to 
be off leash is not permitted in the Town of Didsbury. 

A zero tolerance policy is now in effect and a provincial ticket will be issued immediately 
should you be found allowing your dog off-leash. 

I have received numerous complaints from the public and have personally 
witnessed dog owners allowing their dogs to defecate in the new wetlands 
area north of Memorial Park. This new area was built for all Town residents 
to enjoy and dog owners who allow their dogs to run off leash and defecate 
throughout this area or any area of town, are being very disrespectful 
Please keep your dog on a leash at all times and < lean up after they do 
their business. Those not abiding will be issued a provincial ticket. 

I encourage residents who witness either a dog off leash or a dog defecating, to report it 
to Animal Control. A written statement will suffice and a ticket will be issued based on the 
statement alone. If dog owners refuse to pick up after their dogs, the Town of Didsbury 
will have no choice but to consider raising pet registration prices to off-set the cost of 
cleanup.

At 12 years old, 
our oldest told us 
he wanted to be a 
band teacher. 

Now Joel heads 
up the Fine Arts 
Department at a 
high school in 
High River. But 
how on earth 
could a child of 
12 know ... I 
mean absolutely know ... 
(iris was what he was bom 
to do?! Because he had his 
own “Mr Holland", his music 
mentor - his band teacher, 
Barry Valleau. 

As amazing as the Mr. 
Hollands and the Mr. 
Valleaus art 1 , there are 
countless music teachers 
who somehow grasp tile art 
of the art of teaching music. 
Didsbury has such incredi¬ 
ble leaders, and 1 talked to 
some of them about their 
challenges, their rewards, 
and how they measure suc¬ 
cess. 

“Teaching music is a won¬ 
derful challenge," said Teena 
Wilks, music teacher at Ross 
Ford Elementary and owner 
of Top Note Music School in 
Didsbury. “The children 
have a chance to explore 
their world of sound. The 
biggest challenge is when 
the child is so scared to try - 
even experiment. I have to 
gently open the door to the 
wonderful world of music so 
they can go beyond fear into 


exploration." 

As the years go 
by from elemen¬ 
tary to high 
school, the chal¬ 
lenges remain the 
same, yet evolve 
into something 
more. 

“Helping stu¬ 
dents to find the 
value of hard 
work and perseverance in 
an instant gratification 
world is a big challenge,” 
says Kirk Wassmer, music 
director at Didsbury High 
School. It’s still the issue of 
opening the door to music, 
yet leading the older student 
to going beyond anything 
they thought possible. 

“But when everything 
comes together,” adds 
Wassmer, “we are in this 
beautiful, music moment as 
one. You know, when the 
hair on the back of your 
neck stands up. Thai’s the 
reward.” 

Wilks agrees. “The more 
rewarding part Is the chance 
to see all children shine. 
Each shines in their own 
way. It is so important to rec¬ 
ognize their music world 
voices, and let this special 
spark shine through." 

Those of us who are listen¬ 
ers, “singers in the shower”, 
couldn’t agree more. When 
we see our grandchildren 
follow the teacher - the 
teacher does a beat. The 


children listen. And they 
beat back - there’s some¬ 
thing so very cool about 
that. And there’s also some¬ 
thing cool about hearing 
music blaring from a car 
radio, knowing that some¬ 
how, that teenager devel¬ 
oped an appreciation for, 
and a love of, music. 

Jose Antonio Abreau said, 
“Teach children the beauty 
of music and music will 
teach them the beauty of 
life." 

But this Ls not an easy 
task. 

“Some children need to 
feel the music, some need to 
read it, some need to hear it, 
some need to experience it,” 


says Wilks. “As a teacher, I 
need to touch all the styles 
of learning t o best communi¬ 
cate music to the manner 
that helps each individual 
student understand it.” 

“Music is a non-verbal 
form of communication,” 
adds Wassmer. “Every time 
you bring your horn to your 
face, you should be trying to 
communicate something to 
the listener.” Not an easy 
concept to get across. 

Windsor wants his stu¬ 
dents to take risks, and to 
take those risks with vigor. 
“Students need to accept 
that if they make a mistake, 
it is a public fail, not a pri¬ 
vate one. Accepting public 


failure as a step to public 
success is way harder to 
teach than skills or even 
appreciation.” 

So what does it take to lie 
a successful music 
teacher? 

For Teena Wilks, it is in 
willing and joyful participa¬ 
tion. “To see a child sing 
loudly, or tap along, or play 
an instrument with freedom, 
Ls wonderful." 

For Kirk Wassmer, there 
are more layers at the high 
school level. "Have I lieen 
successful in interpreting 
the composer’s intent? Have 
the individual students mas¬ 
tered the technical require¬ 
ments of a piece so they can 


communicate the musical 
element? As an ensemble, 
have we successfully repre¬ 
sented this piece in a per¬ 
formance?” 

For Windsor, success is 
measured individually, yet 
as part of the same ensem¬ 
ble Wassmer considers. 
“Today, a student realized 
she could learn to play 
music on her own, and that 
her bandmates did better 
because of it. That Ls suc¬ 
cess, mid it Ls a tragedy that 
no 20-pound trophy will ever 
l>e awarded to her for it.” 

We live in a wonderful cor¬ 
ner of the world here in 
Alberta; where culture 
breathes and where music is 
not just a way of life, it is life. 

The Mountain View Arts 
Festival celebrates these 
advantage, where our chil¬ 
dren learn to create from 
teachers who have instilled 
in them a life-long apprecia¬ 
tion for music and for the 
arts.

Cist week’s football games saw the Didsbury Dragons | jftu 
facing st iff competition, and an unfortunate meagre show¬ 
ing of players didn’t ease the team’s situation, said head 
coach Mark Lefebvre. 

After their season opener with Carstairs being rained 
out earlier in the week, the Dragons faced Hanna Hawks 
in their first home game of the year on Sept. 3.
